SHOW PROFITS 


Mexican Plants Pay Out 
Original Cost 


Industry Dates From 1870; 
_ Kerosene First 


California Product Used 


in Process

TAMPICO (Mex.) July 4.—Ac- 
cording to a statement just issued 
by the chief of the petroleum sec- 
tion, Department of Industry, suf- 
ficient crude oil refined in 


Mexican plants up to the end of 
1921 to pay the initial investment 
of 120,755,255.42 pesos invested in 
such plants, and to leave a bal- 
ance of 25,451,871.67 pesos profit. 
—Refining was first attempted in 
Mexico in 1870, ‘when Dr. J. 
Autery built a crude Plant at 
Papantla, Vera Cruz, where about 
forty barrels of seepage oil was 
treated for the manufacture of 
crude kerosene. This was con- 
sumed locally. The plant was in 
operation but a short time, and 
Was soon abandoned. 

The next attempt at refining was 
In 1886. At that time a smal! 
plant was constructed at Vera 
Crus for the distilling of oil 
brought from the United States. 
The product of this plant was 
chiefly illuminating ofl, with some 
paraffiine and tlubricants, all of 
which were consumed within the 
republic. 


FIRST MODERN PLANTS 

In 1887 and 1897 two small re- 
fineries were established, one at 
Vera Cruz and the other at Tam- 
pico? with the owners of the pres- 
ent Pierce and Aguila interests as 
sponsors. The first modern rlant 
constructed by the latter Interests 
was at Minatitlan, Vera Cruz, in 
1901, and added to unt!! at present 
it has a dally capacity of 2000 
barrels of crude oil. This plant 
has always treated Mexican of] un- 
til a few months ago, when the 
production of the Aguila Company 
dropped to such an extent, due to 
the Intrusion of salt water, that 
it became necessary to import oll 
from California. Part of this oil 
was used in the operation of the 
refinery. 

Construction work was started 
in 1914 In the Tampico district, 
and up to the end of 1921 eight 
topping plants had been built. 
Seven of these plants were used 
for the manufacture .of refined 
products with a total daily capac- 
ity of 385,514 barrels. Since that 
time one additional plant has been 
constructed. by the Huasteca 
Petroleum Company, of the Do- 
heny interests. It was recently 
put into operation and is under- 
stood to represent an investment 
of 4,809,000 pesos. 

The Department of Industry es- 
timates that the value of the 
28,355,.603.08 cubic meters of oil, 
treated on a basia of 14.70 pesos 
per cubic meter, is 416,385,365.52 
pesos. This covers a period from 
1918 to 1921. After being topped 
it is estimated that the combined 
value of the fuel oil and crude 
gasoline resulting was 723,384,- 
279.31 pesos, with refining costs 
of 155,790,.816.94 pesos. Subtract- 
ing this cost and the value of the 
crude oll, the chief of the petro- 
leum section estimates that there 
was a profit of 157,207,097.09 
pesos, leaving a (net profit of 
35,451,871.67 pesos after the total 
plant investments had been paid.

The monument, fn bronze, was 
executed by Jean . Boucher, the 
young French sculptor, who fought 
beside those American volunteérs.

coming year, the budget of the 
Phoenix schools is $355,615, about 


$5000 less than last year, though 
a large increase in enrollment is 
expected.

Loper assumed charge thirteen 
years ago: In the same time the 
attendance has grown from 1700 
children to 7100.

FIGHT ON DOPE 


Informants to Rewiarded 
oy Half of Fines 


Crusade Receives Impetus 
by New System 
Sharp Campaign to Check 
Growing Evil 


BY JACK STARR-HUNT | 
[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

MEXICO CITY, July 4.—The 
fight now being waged in Mexico 
against the traffic in noxious drugs. 
cocaine, heroin, morphine, opium, 
and the like has received an un- 
expected impetus following the 
publication of a Presidential de- 
cree by the Sanitary and Health 
department. The fundamental 
points of this document are a» 
follows: 

(1.) The person supptying infor- 

tion, and effectively co-operat- 
ing with the department, as a re- 
sult of which traffic in said drugs 
is proved, shall receive half of the 
fine imposed upon the culprit or 
culprits. 

(2.) In cases where, the hr ga 
ment shall’ obtain possession of 
drugs and shall sell same, for the 
partial payment of fines imposed, 
the informant shall receive 50 per 
cent of the net profit obtained 
from the sale. 

(3.) Only such drugs shall be 
sold by public auction as may be 
used for medical purposes; those 
specially prepared for noxious or 
vicious uses shall be at once de- 
stroyed. 

(4.) All auctions shall be ef- 
fected under control of the finance 
department and purchasers must 
be authorized dispensers or uscrs 
of the drugs purchased. 

.(5.) In cases where payment of 
fines cannot be obtained, or drugs 
cannot be sold, the public infor- 
mant shall receive by way of re- 
ward from $5 to $100, the amount 
to in the discretion of the De- 

tment of Heal Ith. 


HABIT ON INCREASE 

It has long been an open secret 
in Mexico that the dope vice has 
been on the increase, but the au- 
thorities have been quite lackadaisi- 
cal until-—thanks in a large meas- 
ure to n ewspa per cam paigns——they 
are now’alive to the absolute 
scourge which has been develop- 
ing. Indeed, wntil quite recently 
the dope merchant has been under 
no necessity to conceal his trade 
at all. However, a strong govern- 
mental committee has row been 
formed to study the whole qvues- 
tion, and their labors will probably 
résult in a complete revision of the 
Mexican laws on this subject. As 
far as can be gathered, the De- 
partment of Public Health will 
have charge and control of all 
drugs imported into the country. 

The most horrible aspect of the 
question is the undoubted hold the 
drug habit have obtained on many 
Mexicans of the younger genera- 
tion. 

Quite a prolific source of sup- 
ply of cocaine has recently come 
to light through laudable police ac- 
tivity. Mexico's parks and open 
spaces have been for a long time 
infested by a small army of ped- 
dling photographers, and they have 
been found. in a number of cages, 
to have their. cameras well stocked 
with cocaine, heroin already 
packed and ready for sale.

CAN'T HOLD HIM OFF 

Gibbons outboxed Dempsey at 
times, but he couldn't hold the 
champion off. Whenever Tommy 
nicked the champion with a punch 
to the face a clinch would fol- 
low, and it was et close range that 
Dempsey got in his best work. He 
hammered and battered Gibbons at 
will whenever they locked. As a 
matter of fact, he handled Gib- 
bons asa childin arms. He would 
lift Gibbong up into any position 
he desired, turn him around in the 
clinches and paste him to his 
heart's content with blows to the 
face and body. The chamrion 
relished the going in close. It was 
his special dish to hold Gibbons 
in [there while he plastered him all 
over the place. It wag just brute 
Strength that won for Mr. Demp- 
sey. Gibbonae's stand against him 
and the fact that he weathered 
fifteen terriffic rounds was a moral 
vietory for Gibbons. Dempsey's 
s:ock took a decided flop in the 
opinion of 15,000 fans, who had 
expected the champion to walk in 
there and annihilate the game St. 
Paul boy. The fact that .Gibbons 
lasted the entire distance was an 
awful upseét for the talent. 

The result of the battle even 
though Dempsey won was rather 
discouraging to the champion and 
his manager, Jack Kearns. They 
had not figured Gibbons as a for- 
midable opponent and it was a 
Cinch that if Jack Evans ever 
thought that Gibbons would ever 
make such a fight for it, he never 
would have let Jack fight at cut 
rates before such a small crowd. 
It surely’ did not look like a cham- 
pPionship contest from an attend- 
ance standpoint but it was a great 
fight all the way. Brute strength 
won for Mr. Dempsey and he can 
thank his stare that his opponent 
had to spot him so much ad- 
Vantage. Dempsey is still heavy- 
weight boss but he is not going 
around shouting it from the house- 
tops tonight. Tommy made him 
extend himself today in one of the 
best fights ever held for the heavy- 
weight title. Gibbons took a good 
lacing and the crowd gave him the 
big cheer after it was over. 

The wise birds were offering all 
sorts of fancy prices that the 
champion would take Tommy in 
less than six rounds. The many 
who saw Dempsey stumble through 
this contest this afternoon believe 
the champion has lost some ofghis 
old sting. Of course, Gibbons 
made him miss many a well-in- 
tended shot, but there were times 
when the champion seemed to land 
flush without disturbing Gibbons.

“I had known from my previous 
experienees that the Eskimos were 
exceedingly ingenious in creating 
necessary implements out of the 
rude at ,hand. Now 
however, I discovered that they are 
mechanical geniuses. 

“They can take down any rifle, 
oil it and assermbie it much better 
than can the average white man. 
The fact that they may never have 
seen the article before seems to 
make no difference. 

“On one occasion my watch 
stopped. Despairing ‘of ever hav- 
ing it repaired in that country I 
gave it to an Eskimo as a sert of 
souvenir. To my intense surprise 
he returned it shortly and it was 
ticking along merrily. He had 
taken it apart, eiled it and as- 
sembled it perfectly, although it 
was a mechanism entirely strange 
to him. Necessity is indeed the 
mother of invention. I have 
found that the majority of persons 
are inclined to consider the 
Eskimo ag little removed from the 
anime]. Instead, they are exceed- 
ingly intelligent and learn rapidly. 

“Their language, considered. by 


many to be a series of guttural 


grunts, is very difficult and is ab- 
solutely definite. Altheugh, be- 
cause of their elemental life, the 
language is comparatively . small 
in vocabulary, it is nevertheless 
intricate in form, some of the verbs 
having as many as 600 forms. 


NAME FOR EVERYTHING 

“There is no such thing as a cas- 
ual moun to cover the entire field 
of ene kind of. article. ‘Bach word 
is named specifically. For exam- 
ple, there is no werd for ‘hole.’ 
They speak of ‘hole-in-the-igloo,’ 
*hole-in-the-ice,’ etc.” 


lan, having learned the expression 
for hole in the top of the igioo, 
thought it simply the word for any 
hole. So later in vequeating one of 
the Eskimos to mend a hole in his 
fur garment, he was greeted by 
great laughter, for he had called it 
‘hole-in-the-igioo.” All of which 
indicates that the Eskimo has his 
own sense of humor, the redeeming 
sense which does much to mitigate 
the rigors of life in the north. 

Indeed, the kimo is a chee 
person, plump and squat, tranquil 
in spirit. That is a necessity in 
such a climate, so Nature, the 
great adapter, has weeded out from 
the Eskimo all strains of weakness 
or depression. There is the one 
dominant law of life—the survival 
of the fittest. 

Unlike their brothers in South 
Greenland who have become con- 
taminated by other races, those of. 
|the north heretofore have not been 
'subjert to diseage o any kind. 
/Whatever indisposition these Es- 
kimos have known has  0»been 
brought to them by white men. 


LETTERS BRING CODE 

Dr. MacMillan says that it ts a 
fact“that white men in the north 
are themselves amazingly free:from 
colds -or iliness,. but that they in- 
variably have an epidemic of colds 
when they receive the long-hoped- 
for letters and newspapers from 
their distant friends. Even a love 
letter would be a finer gift if it 
were sterilized. 

The Eskimos do not dread, as one 
might suppose, the long Arctic 
night, when the sun is not seen 
for months. It is then that they 
have their community life, the time 
for such games and pleasures as 
they know. During the summer 
months the tribe is bending all,ef- 
forts-to stocking the larders agatnst 
the time of darkness. 

Yet this eternal round of killing, 
the feasting almost exclusively on 
meats, has not rendered the Eiski- 
mos savage in nature, They are 
unusually peace-loving. 

The Eskimos’ religion is one of 
spirits and they have a quantity 
and variety. that should satisfy Sir’ 
Oliver Lodge and Conan Doyle. 
Every living thing and every ob- 
ect has, in their belief, a spirit. 

he stars in the heavens are shin- 
ing spirite of departed Bskimos. 

One's viewpoint of the morality 
or lack of it among the Eskimos 
would depend largely on the cus- 
toms of one’s own country and the 
individual viewpoint. Swapping 
and lending wives is the Eskimo 
custom and the prettier and more 
Capable one’s wife the greater the 
opportunity for advantageous 
swapping, the trade or loan being 
made on the basis of favors done. 
Wives who can chew seal leather 
for the soles of the kamicks, or 
boots, until they reach a state of 
great pliability, and who can sew 
fur well, are In great favor.

MANILA, July  4.—Gov.-Gen. 
Wood announced today that the 
100 Russian refugees now in 
Shanghai will not be allowed en- 
trance to the Philippine Islands. 

“We did our bit caring for 800 
Russians a few months ago,” Wood 
declared in making the announce- 
ment. 

Only a few of the 160 Russian 
refugees who arrived in the Phil- 
ippines early this year with Ad- 
miral Starek, and who were given 
employment by the Davao hemp 
planters, have been able to retain 
their jobs. The others have been 
so reduced in health by the priva- 
tions and sufferings which they 
had undergone while in Russia and 
during their flight - from their coun- 
try that they broke down com- 


pletely after a few days’ labor on 
the plantations.

STILL IN CHINA 


Shantung Province ‘Opposes 
Modern Ways 


Bandits Are Descendants of 
Robber Knights

SHANGHAI, July 4.—Behind 
the ‘broughtthe Lincheng which 
Drought China’s banditry into 
the headlines of the Occidental 
press is the tragic struggle be- 
tween modern and feudal forms 
in China, tetween a government 
which is unable to govern and a 
country which insists upon doing 
as the ancestors did, in spite of 
rallroads, telegraphs, wireless 
airplanes and the impact of west- 
ern civilization. 

Shantung Province is one of the 
most anciently civilized in China, 
and one in which ancient civiliza- 
tions are most vicious, and which 
modern modifications affect least. 
The people are wholly Chinese. 
They were scholars, artisans, farm- 
ers and bandits in the time of Con- 
fueius. Kwangtune, Fukien, all of 
Southern. China was wild country 
in those days, populated by abo- 
rigines, peoples altogether unlike 
Chinese. They had to be subju-| 
gated by the people of Shantung 
before China could become a great 
empire. This mixture of Chinese 
and aborigines produced a more 

plastic people, a race more given 
to adaptation and to modernity. 
Therefore, one finds in Kwang- 
tung and in the Central Yangtze 
Yaliey people who are seeking to 
develop ia China a modern indus- 
trial system, a modern government, 
“a modern country. But not in 
Shantung. 


HOME OF BOXER REBELLION

wei, the three provinces which 
comprise this part of China. As 
one goes through these provinces 
one sees more pigtails, more bound 
‘feet, more conservatism than per- 
haps anywhere ‘else in China. 

The particular bandits in the vi- 
cinity of Lincheng are descendants 
of robber knights who some twenty 
centuries ago lost interest in the 
Kingdom of Lu and went out to 
destroy it. They have lived in 
mountain fastnesses ever since, 
and have been known to break ut 
periodically. 

Many of the leading figures in 
the Chinese military set are eld 
bandits. A sort of Robin Hood 
tradition has. grown up. around 
these bandits, a tradition of robbing 
the rich-to succor the poor, which 
has made the bandit a less unpopu- 
lar persogage than the uniformed 
and legally armed soldier who robs 
rich and poor alike and succors 
no one. 


PROTECTION IN OLD DAYS 

In the old days, before railroads 
guaranteed safety to travelers in 
China, the innkvzepers used to ar- 
range with heroic protectors of 
travelers to ‘ake parties from one 
place to the other. These protec- 
tors were really retired bandits who 
no lom;e cared to plunder 
rather svld their protection. They 
were excellent substitutes for a 
State police, for -a gendarmarie, 
which the government failed to 
»rovide. Each caravan was led by 
ene of these heroes, who some- 
where displayed his personal flag, 
red, green, blue or whatever c< lor, 
which informed all bandits a 
this particular Jarty had paid 
its protection and was entitl 


protection. Such parties were 
never attacked. 

This form of policing went out 
of existence with the rail . but 
apparently the bandits have 


and have learned how to use mod- 

| orn tools for upsetting the rail- 
roads. even China’s crack train, 
the “blue train,” imported from 
America and said to be one. of the 
finest of its kind. 

During the next year or tw ban- 
ditry is going to become more gen- 
eral and more serious in China, 
for the old-fashioned bandit, with 
his own code of ethics, will be sup- 
planted by the disbanded soldier, 
with no code other than the empty 
stomach and the loaded rifle. 


INDUSTRY IS SOLUTION 


a solution which appears feasible 
to the brain of a- “foreign devil.” 
but at which many Chinese wag 
their heads. with a gesture which 
denotes doubt. The solution is 
the utilization of more human be- 
ings in industry and in the de- 
velopment of the country. 

The factory system offers an op- 
“ortunity for a larger percentage 

‘ the Chinese people than agricul- 
ure can now take care of. A 
century or more of foreign inter- 
course has accustomed the Chinese 
people to the use of foreign 
goods. The imports into China now 
amount to more than taels 1,500,- 
000,000 and are steadily becoming 
larger as more people in the inter- 
ior become accustomed to foreign 
goods. 

But there is little economic wis- 
dom in this tremendous importa- 
tion of goods into a country which 
has the raw products, the manpow- 
er, the business tradition and the 
capucity to handle large enter- 
prises. The impediment to the de- 
velopment of’China is the lack of 
security in large enterprises. 

In the old days the admission of 

wealth leadg to official blackmail; 
‘today it leads to molestation from 
bandits and from the government. 
} Large enterprises absorbing surplus 
| population are interfered with by 
such taxes as'likin, the tobacco 
taxes and other [Inhibitory taxes. 
The Chinese government is not do- 
ing one single thing to foster the 
‘development of big tndustries. It 
is steadily, constantly and purpose- 
ty squeezing industry. 

Another method of absorbing 
surplus population is the undertak- 
ing of great public works, such as 
railroad and road building. _. This 
work progresses steadily, but the 
difficulty is that it is without. co- 
ordination and unscientific.

VISALIA, July 4.—Ord@ers are 
being filed which will take every 
prune stored in the Visalia plant 
of the California Prune and :Apri- 
cot Growers’ Association, accord- 
ing to Guy W. Smith, fleld repre- 
sentative of the company, with 
headquarters in this city. It is 
expected that the holdover ton- 
nage here will be moved out with- 
in the next two weeks, and like 
conditions are expected in other 
plants of the company, so that be- 
fore the new crop cométés in in 


September, the association expects 
to have moved all of the 1922 crop. 

A good price is *xpected for the 
1923 crop. The Tulare county ‘crop | 
will represent most of the. prtines 
which will be produced in Califor- 
nia this year of any. quality, since 
the crop in othér parts of the 
State is short. Prices for plums 
have taken a tumble. Some sold 
at $58 on the trees but the last 
Price quoted wags $35, at which 
many in Visalla sold.

The manage- 
ment, he says, takes specific ex- 
ception to the statement that the 
labor board that the railroad has 
denied to its employees essential
